The plant is a relatively minor installation with a work fores 
of about tyvo thousand men. It specializes in the production of 
allewood eirsraft. 


After a temporary post-war suspension or at least considerable 
reduction of the aircraft production, the building of planes 
was reportedly resumed in the course of 1946. 

The production of tvin-engine all-vood aircraft (the Yak-6 or 
Yak-8, erroneously olso called Uouglas) was repeatedly renorted 
for 1947/48, ‘the manufacture of cargo pliders also seens 
probable.
